‘Background Information 
The large farm sample consists of 2 percent of the "large farms" in the 
Western States. The sample has been selected from a list of large farms compiled 
from 1945 Census records. .Five criteria were used in compiling this list. “A 


' farm exceeding the amounts rea below for any one of these criteria, was classed 
as a large farm:

Since the large farm sample is limited to those counties which are used for the 
April segment sample, it consists of COnet derabh iy more than ¢ percent of the 
large farms in the: sample counties. 


In expanding sample data from the April survey in Western States, it will be 
necessary to treat the large farms and the-"segment farms" as two separate uni- 
verses. Large farm averages will be expanded by the Census total number of large 
farms in the State as determined by the same criteria shown abové. Segment farm 
averages will be expanded by the total number. of "segment farms" obtained by 
multiplying the number of farms identified in the sample segments by the reciprocal 
of the segment sampling rate - unless analysis shows that identification is incom- 
plete. (In the latter event we would have to continue to use 1945 Gensus data 
and the expansion factor for segment farm averages would be Census total number 


of farms minus Census total number of large farms.) 


Specific Instructions and Material Furnished ~ fpr 


The State supervisor will be furnished a list of the selected large farms 
in hisvState. In addition he-will be furnished & set “of “County: Large Farm 
Sample Sheets" -- one for-each county having any selected large ‘farms, on which 
are relisted the sample large farms for the county, and space is provided for 
recording whether or not an interview was obtained, and other remarks. It is 
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intended that the State supervisor or other professional representative of the 
State office will take all the large farm interviews. Do not delegate this work 
except where the State statistician is confident that a county Ariterviewer is 
extremely well qualified and where he can be: gas ee establish a satisfactory 
Rope op wi th gee pais OPEL Cor ar : 


The seretion: qaree farms’ are not designated on “the maps nor have they been 
delineated out of: the segments. In a few instances;a sélected large farm may 
therefore be in a segment. To make sure that the operator is not. contacted twice 
in such a case, the addresses of the selected large farms should be checked against 
the county map showing selected segments. If it appears that any of the selected 
large farms may have headquarters in a sample segment, advise ene interviewer not 
to count it asa sample farm on the FI sheet. He should:enter "sel. large farm" 
in the FI sheet column for recording action taken. oe 


‘In addition to the selected large farms, there willbe other farms on the 
Census large farm list which were not selected as sample large farms for April 
but which fal] in selected segments. You may be wondering how these will be 
handled in ‘the analysis, since it is just as important-.that they also be separated 
from the segment sample and combined with the large farm sample before analysis. 
It is intended to make this separation when the schedulés are received in Washing- 
ton, and therefore the county interviewers need not give any special treatment to 
large farms which happen to fall in segments, Sage in the rare case where such 
farms are among the selected large farms. 


Goal for Large Farm Interviews 
The large farm sample consists of 144.ffarms. The-number selected by States, 
and the goal in terms of minimum expected number of actual complete interviews 


appear below:

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Remarks 


On the "County Large Farm Sample Sheet" space is provided for remarks about 


each sample large farm.. Since list sampling of large farms is still in an ex- 
perimental stage, some unanticipated difficulties may be encountered. The 
"remarks" space is provided for making notes about any unusual circumstances 
encountered in finding the selected large farms, determining the limits of the 
operation in terms of farm definition, or in obtaining the interview or estab- 
lishing proper cooperation. 


If a selected large farm is also in a selected segment, note this fact, 
along with the segment number, in the "remarks" space. 


If a selected large farm is no longer operated under the same name, take 
an interview from the new operator if possible, and note circumstances under 
"remarks." If a selected large farm which is no longer operated under the 
same name has become part of another farm, take an interview from the present
